It is too 
voluminous to be transmitted with this communication, but 
it is now in the Executive Department, subject to your in- 
spection. M 

I would respectfully suggest to your honorable body, the 
propriety of having the same examined bv a proper committee, 
that the Legislature may dispose of Mr. Hutchinson’s proposi- 
tion accordingly. .

At an early period of our revolutionary struggle, Messrs. 
D. T. Disney, James Graham and Israel Ludlow of Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, took from the Arsenal of the State of Ohio, sixty-six 
nuskets belonging to the said State, and armed a company of 
Volunteers who were on their way to Texas to aid her in her 
revolutionary struggle. By an Act which was passed by the 
Congress of the Republic of Texas, and approved 3d Febru- 
ary, 1940, entitled *An Act making appropriations for the sup- 
port of Government for the year 1840,” the sum of nineteen 
hundred dollars in par funds, was appropriated to the said 
Disney, Graham and Ludlow, to pay them for the said muskets, 
which sum has never been paid to them. - 

During the last winter, the Executive was informed that the 
State of Ohio had sued those gentlemen, and recovered a judg- 
ment against them for the said muskets. He was.at the same 
time informed, that the State was willing to reccive from 
Messrs. Disney, Graham and Ludlow, a like number of mus- 
kets, in full discharge of the said judgment. Atthe same time, 
Mr. Disney proposed to take from the Executive of the State of 
"Texas, an order on the United States Ordnance Department 
lor sixty-six muskets, to be paid out of the quota of arms whick 
"Texas is entitled to by law from that Department-in their dis- 
tribution of arms amongst the States; which order, when paid 
by the delivery of said number of muskets, should be in full 
payment and satisfaction of the said sum of nineteen hundred 
dollars, appropriated zs above stated. 

Believing that the interest of Texas, as well as justice to 
those gentlemen, who proved themselves to be our friends 
when the assistance of friends was much needed, required that 
they should be relieved from the burthen of said judgment. 
I caused to be forwarded to Mr. Disney, an order on the U. 8." 
Ordnance Department for sixty-six muskets &c., and in return 
he transmitted a receipt for the same.

You are aware that by the terms of the Joint Resolution 
of Annexation, the Republic of ''exa- was required to tran-ier 
to tue General Government ner Navy and all other means ot 
public defence. You are also aware that a question has arisen 
whether the officers belonging to the Navy were nota constitu- 
ent part of the same; and, if so, whether they should not or 
righ- be included in the transfer, and incorporated in the Naval 
servise of the United States. i 

; bill was introduced by one cf our Senators in Congress, 
at the session before the last, authorizing the President to in- 
crease the Naval establishment of the United States, by adding 
thereto the Navy of Texas. Our Senaiors contended that a 
liberal construction of the Annexation Resolutions, together 
with the fair promises made by Mr. Donnalson to the authori- 
ties of Texas, gave our Naval officers—thrown out of employ- 
ment as they were—a strong claim upou the justice and magné- 
nimity of the United States’ Government. This bill was ob- 
jected to, and consequently, failed to pass. President Polk, 
however, assured our Representatives that he would bring the 
subject again before Congress at its present session, and it is to 
be presumed that where a Government has made promises, 
directly or indirectly, she will redeem them, and that: even- 
handed justice will be meeted out to Texas and her citizens. 

The Legislature has as yet had no action upon the su-ject, 
and as it will claim the attention of our delegation in Congress 

zatan early day of the present Session, I would most re- pect- 
fully suggest that your honorable ibody pass Resolutions ex- 
pressive of the wishes and expectations of the people of the 
Stat». This would certainly enable our Representatives to 
urge the -subject more effectually upon the attention of 
Congress. 

If any class of our citizens was injured by the coaswama- 
tion o" Annexation, it was that class which constituted our 
Navy, inasmuch as they were thrown out of the occupation to 

. which they had been educated, and disqualified by their profes- 
sion from engaging in any other. In addition to this, it must 
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be admitted that the Navy of Texas was an active and efficient 
arm of publie defence, and assisted in the establishment of our 
Goverment and the maintenance of our National honor. i

In accordance with the 7th section of the “Act defining ‘he 
cuties of the State Treasurer,” I have the honor herewiih to trans- 
mit to your lixcellency a statement exhibiting the receipts and 
disbursements of this office from the organization of the State 
Governmoent, to the 3lst of October last; and also snowing 
the amount of money remaining in the T: reasury at t at date. 

It will be observed that a small amount of E: zcheguer Bills 
are reported as disbursed. THis was done in the receipt of 
Treasury Warrants ofthe late Republic, upon the back of which 
drafts had been drawn by the Secretary of the Trearu.y on 
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Collectors of the Revenue, payable in Excheguers: sala crafts 
were paid by the Collectors, and the warrants returned v} them 
as so much Excheguers, and as such received by the 'l'reasu- 
rer. There Have been no Exchequer Bills disbursed from the 
Treasury since the formation of the State Government : on the 
contrary all the liabilities of the late Republie of Texas that 
have been received into the Treasury, have been iur-ed over 
at the end of each quarter, to the Comptroller, to be destroyed 
in accordance with the law-on that subject. 

There is embraced in the amount of cash reported on hand 
a receipt ot G. W. Terrelľs for six hundred and sixty-six 
67-100 dollars, ($666 67, which I received from tne late 
Treasurer of the Republic. The amount was paid in 1842, in 
Exchequer Bills, to Gen. Terrell, for services as District Judge, 
without being passed upon at the time, hy the accounting offi- 
vers of the- Treasury : and now, for want of the necessary au- 
thority to settle the claims of Gen. "Terrell, the receipt remains 
in the Treasurer's hands as cash. 

The short time the State Government has been in operation 
the Treasurer has had no difficulty in meeting the demands 
against the Treasury, and it is to be hoped that the patriotism 
of our citizens, and the efficient execution of their duties by 
the Revenue Officers of the State, will secure to us this state 
of things for a long time. i

In obedience to the act defining the duties of State Treas- 
urer, I herewith transmit to your Excellency, a statement of 
the condition and situation of the Treasury, embracing the re- 
ceipts and disbursements thereof, for the fiscal year. ending 
October 3ist, 1847, and the balance of cash remaining in the 
Treasury at that date. : 

You will also find accompanying this, à condensed state- 
ment of ihe business of this office from the organiza‘ion of 
the State Government, to the close of the last fiscal year, show- 
ing the entire receip s and payments for that time and the bal- 
ance of the money ia the Treasurers hands. 

It will be seen from the statements that the cash on hand for 
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for disbursement, is fifty one thousand two hundred and thirty 
cight 87-100 dollars, (851,238 07) from this should be deduc- 
ted, the sum of two thousand six hundred and four dollars, ($2,- 
604) being the amount of certain draftsin the Treasury, drawn 
by the late Secretary of the Treasury upon Collectors of rev- 
enenue, in favor of the members of the Convention fur their 
services therein, and received by the Treasurer from the Col- 
lector as cash. The appropriation for the expenses of 
the Convention was considered as closed by the change of 
Government at least so much so, that the officers of the State 
Government could not draw upon it without the authority of 
the Legislature. These drafts have been mostly received 
since the adjournment of the Legislature, and remain in the 
Treasury as “Cash” for want of an appropriation to which 
they might be charged. J would suggest to the Liegislature 
through your Excellehcy, that the old appropriation should be 
opened to cover the foregoing amount named, as well as other 
claims of the same nature that are still outstanding. These 
claims have already been paid, and the opening of the appro- 
priation will merely give the accounting officer ofthe Govern- 
ment the authority necessary to make a proper settlement. 

In my report made to your Excellency for the previous year 
I mentioned a receipt of G. W. Terrell forthe sum of six hun- 
dred and sixty six 67-100 ($666 67) inexchequer bills which 
still remain in the Treasury as cash for want of authority in the 
Comptroller and Treasurer to settle the same. [would there- 
fore respectfully suggest that the Legislature pass ari act au- 
thorizing the settlement of that amount for the services of Mr. 
Terrill as a District Judge under the late Republic of Texas. 
' "This, like the Convention drafts, is money that has already 
been paid out, and the settlement ofthe claim will require no 
further expenditure, but only pass the voucher from the Trea- 
surer's hands into that of the Comptroller’s where it properly 
belongs.

By an act passed at the last session nof Congress appropria- 
tions af fifteen thousand dollars each, were made for the erec-

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tion of Light Houses at this and Matagorda Islands. 

It is usual in such cases for*the States to relinquish to the 
United States jurisdiction over the grounds to be occupied for 
such purposes, before the works are commenced. « 

The object of this 1s to request your Excellency to present 
the subject to the Legislature in order that a law may be pas- 
sed granting such jurisdiction. 

It is beleived that the Light House for this port, will mot be 
located upon this Island butupon Point Bolivar,which is a more 
eligible position, it is therefore most respectfully suggested. 
that the terms of the law granting the jurisdiction be not con- 
fined to this Island, but to such grounds as may be selected and 
purchased by the United States for a Light House at cr near the 
port of Galveston. 

The grounds for the Light House on Matagorda Island hav- 
ing already been purhased, the language of the act of Con- 
gress may as well be used. : 

i will further suggeSt that these improvements are very nec- 
uei to the safe navigation of the waters of Texas, and that 

though appropriations have been made for them, yet the 
Sails will not be commenced without such grant of jurisdic- 
tion be first made. 

I would furthermore most respectfully call the attention of 
your Excellency to the eighth section of the thirteenth article 
of the Constitution of this State which provides that the Leg- 
islature shall make the necessary preparations for transfer- 
ring to the United States all Castom Houses and other pla- 

ces | for the collection of import duties and other foreign reve- 
nues, this has not been done, as the action had upon ihe sub- 
ject by the Legislature was of such a charaeter as not to au- 
' thorize the Governor, (according to his construction of it) to 
make the transfer.

The accompanying return marked ^A." exhibits the -total 
number of Bounty-Land Warrants issued, with the amount of 
acres, and duplicates issued in place of lost warrants. Docu- 
ment marked “B,” shews the number of warrants and amount 
of acres of donation land issued, with duplicates. 

Document “C,” is a return of the number of Volunteers from 
the State, mustered into the service of the United States, under 
réquisitions from the Secretary of War and several officers of 
the Army of the United States, since the Ist of May, 1846 : and 
the return marked “D,” the number of Volunteers now in ser- 
vice, with their respective terms of service. 

The return marked “HB? shews the total number of coni- 
missions issued to officers of militia under the act of the Legis- 
Jature, approved, 21st April, 1846, with the date of issue, &c. 
The organization of the militia under this Act, has been atten- 
ded with but little success, owing J think, in a great measure, 
to the defects in the 10th section, and partly to the neglect of 
Commanding Officers of Brigades and Regiments. The 10th 
section requires that Commanding Officers of Brigades, Regi- 
ments, &c., should receive their commissions before assuming 
command. This has occasioned great delay. In some cases 
six months have elapsed between the time of holding the elec- 
tion and the receptiou of the returns at this office. 

The amount of bounty and donation land-claims which 
application has not been made for is still very consideiable, but 
consisting principally of the smaller denominations, (240 and 
320 acres). The late Regiment of Regular Infantry was dis- 
banded in March and April, 1541. Most of the Volunteers, 

who were foreigners, (Europeans) and enlisted in New 
Orleans, sold and transferred their discharges, which entitled 
them to 240 acres of land, the warrants for which could not be 
btaioned without the discharge. A large number of these dis- 
charges, legally transferred, have been presented for the pur- 
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pose of obtaining warrants, but the Act of Congress, approved, 
December 10th, 1841, (eight months after the disbanding of the 
Regiment,) requiring that warrants should be issued “only to 
original holders or soldiers, their heirs or legatees,” has preven- 
ied the issue of but very few of them, fifty being the total 
number issued. 

This act bears very hardly on the purchasers of these dis- 
cliarges, as there is no doubt but their purchases were legally 
made, eight months before its passage ; and the greater portion 
of the soldiers are scattered, many of them having returned to 
New Orleans, &c.

I have the honor to submit schedules (document B) of the 
several appointments to offices, made during the recess of the 
Legislature, by yourself and by acting Governor A. C. Horton. 
It will be perceived that some of these appointments are primi- 
tive, and others to fill vacancies which have occurred since the 
adjournment of the Senate. i 

The business of this office consists so much of minute details, 
and has so little reiation to the general policy of the State, that 
there are very few subjects connected with it of sufficient im- 
portance to-be presented to your consideration. 

There are several very important laws enacted by the late 
Government, which remain in foree. Some of these are nearly 
out of print, especially those passed by the first, second and. 
seventh Congress of the Republic.’ A general revision of 
the laws is much to be desired; but if that should be 
deemed inexpedient for the present;a collation and re-publica- 
, tion of such as are of primiary importance, and are too scarce 
for general distribution. would contribute much to the public 
convenience, and seems to be necessary to the proper adminis- 
tration of justice throughout the State. 

The first edition of the Constitution of the State, in pamphlet 
form, issued by order of the Convention, is entirely exhausted ; 
and I believe there are but few copies extant in any of the coun- 
ties. A re-publication of about 2000 copies would greatly 
facilitate the county officers in the correct discharge of their 
duties. l S 

The law organizing the Justices’ Courts requires that Justi- 
ces of the Peace should be commissioned by the Governor.— 
There are a large number of those officers within the State, and 
changes are constantly occuring by death orresignation. The 
cost to the State of such a mul:itude of commissions, is not 
unworthy of consideration; and, as a commission is only an 
evidence of the election of the incumbent, certificates of election, 
issued py the Chief Justices of counties to the respective magis- ` 
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trates, would beregually as authoritative as commissions under 
the seal of the State. 

Since the adjournment of the Legislature, there has been a 
very considerable. destruction or deportation of tlie furniture 
belonging to the Capitiol. ` Some means should be devised to 
prevent the recurrence of this evil. The publie furniture 
should be specially committed to the care of some responsible 
person. A Joint Resolution: defiňing for what particular pur- 
poses the rooms of the Capitol might ‘be used duriug the recess 
of the Legislature, would probably conduce to the better pre- 
servation of the building and of the furniture pertaining toit. 

The returns of “enumerations of inhabitants of the inhabi- 
tants of the State," have not all come in. Document A, will 
exhibit the several classifications, and the aggregate population 
of the counties heard from. Others will be produced as they 
shall be received.

In compliance with usage and the law,I have the honor to 


1 
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submit to you the following report of the transactions of this 
office :— 

I herewith transmit a copy of the report of Thomas Johnson, 
Esq, District Attorney of the Third Judicial District, being the 
only report of the kind that has been received : and, as it con- 
tains many important suggestions in relation to the criminal 
laws of the State, I would most respectfuliy recommend that 
it be submitted to the consideration of the Legisluture. 

One ofthe first of my official acts was, to comply with the 
Ordinance of the Convention, requiring me to institute pro- 

. 6eedings against those colony contrac‘ors, who had entered into 
contracts with the President of the late Republic; and before 
the first term of the District Courts was held under the State 
Government, I prepared petitions to try the validity of each of 
those contraets, and transmitted them to the appropriate Dis- 
trict Attorneys. So far as I have been advised, these causes 
are still pending in the Distrie: Courts for the respective coun- 
ties in-which they were instituted. These petitions were, in 
the first instance, in the name of the Governor; but. a doubt 
having subsequently arisen as to whether the suits should not 
have been brought in the name of the State, I have instructed 
the Distriet Attorneys to file other petitions, which has doubt- 
less, been accordingly done. And, in order to render the law 
certain on the subject, it would probably advance the publie 
interest. to advise the Legislature to pass an act requiring suits 
in which the State may have an interest, to be instituted in the 
name of the State. 

Of the Empresario cases, which were pending in the Dis- 
trict Court of Travis county, two were dismissed by the Court 
at its last Spring Term. ‘The cause of Sterling C. Robertson 
was argued and submitted to the Supreme Court at its last 
term, but no d»cision of th» case has yet been announced, 

Before the commencement of the Fall Term, 1846, of the 
Distriet Court of Travis county, I notified His Excellency, A. 
C. Horton, chen the acting Governor of the State, that my pre- 
vious engagements were such as to render it impracticable for 
me to be in attendance at that term of the Court, and that my 
former connection with some of the Empresario cases, would 
rrake it improper for me, at any time, to attend to them on the 
part of the government. Upon the receipt of this information, 
Governor Horton, acting under the provisions of the law 

which permitted the Executive of the Republicto employ As 
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sistant Counsel in these cases, employed James Webb, Esq., 
to attend o them on the part of the State, assuring him at the 
same time, that the Leg:slatu:e would make an adequate ap- 
propriation to pay hiin for wha ever services- he might render. 
Under this agreement he has attended to those two cases in 
the District Court, in which 1 could not appeať for the State. 
One ofthem, in that Court, resulted unfayorably to the State, 
but an appeal ‘wag taken from this decision, and the case is now 
pedding in the Supreme Court. In the other, a verdict ofa 
jury was rendered in favor of the State, which, however, was 
set aside by the Court, and a new trial awarded to the plaintiff. , 
At a subsequent term of the Court, a mistrial was had ia this 
cause; and the object of this portion of my communication is 
to ask that the Legislature be advised to make an appropria- 
tion sufficient to pay for the services which have already been 
rendered in these causes, and to provide that in future, they 
shall, on the part of the State, receive that attention which their 

importance requires. - m E : 
since the adjournment of the last Legislature, various suits 
have been instituted in the District Courts of the Stare, having 
for their object the establishment of certificates, which were is- 
sued by Boards of Land Commissioners prior to the year 
1840, without the necessity: of complying with the provisions 
of the *Actto detect fraudulent land certificates, and to provide 
for issuing patents to legal claimants.” The further objéct of 
these suita was, to obtain a decision of the Court declaring this 
act to be uncoustitutional. 'lheimmediate effect of such a de- 
cision would be to establish, as valid, against the government, 
all those fraudulent claims which have hitherto been objects of 
so much solicitude to the Legislature, to the Convention, and 
to the people of Texas, And, at the solicitation of the District 
Attorney, I contributed my aid in the defence of one of those 
eases, which, about twelve months since, was instituted in the 
District Court for the county of Galveston. "This cause there 
resulted favorably to the defendant, but the plaintiff appealed 
from that décision, and itis now pending in the Supreme Court 
of the State. And it is by no means improbable, that before the 
meeting of the next Legislature, some causes for the establish- 
ment of these claims, will be taken to the Supreme Court of 
the United States, where, unless some adequate provision be 
previously made, the interest of the State will be entirely un- 
: ` » Ta this subject, the attention of the Legislature 
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should, I think, be immediately directed. For, if these claims + 
be established against the State, they will be amply sufficient 
to exhaust the most valuable portion of her public domain, 
which is the only available resouree to which she can resort for 
the payment of her peeuniary liabilities. . 

At the last term ef the Supreme Coúrt, several causes were 
determined, in which the xespective parties claimed of the gov- 
ernmeat the quantity of land allowed by law to colonists and 
settlers. A portion of these resulted favorably to the claimant, 
and a portion resulted favorably to the soverament, But no 
„case involving a large interest has, as yet, been decided by that 
Court against the State, though there still exists upon its dock- 
et a number of causes involving a vast amount of property. 
These have ciaimed, and must eontinue to claim, a large share 
of time and attention, to the exclusion of oiher duties of my 
office, which beceme of minor importance when compared to 
them. f 

The áttention to these numerous duties which were of over- 
whelming ifnportance to the State will, [trust,furnisha sufficient 
excuse for rhy not having complied with the requisitions of the 
act, lo provide for revising, digesting and arrahging the laws 
both civil and criminal, and to report the same to you, to be 
laid befeie the Legislature at its "present session, To attend 
to the other, which [deemed the more important duties of my 
office, and, to attend to this also, would have been utterly im- 
practicable, For, a very slight reflection upon the subject, will 
be sufficient to convince any reasonable mind, that to dis- 
charge the duties prescribed by this act with either credit to my- 
self, or advantage te the State, would have required my exclu- 
sive attention for nearly the whole peried of my term of office. 
{ therefore solicit you to ask the Legislature to excuse me from 
making such a report. upon the ground that it was impossible 
‘to discharge the whole of my official duties which the law had 
prescribed, and that of these, I discharged those which were 
the most urgent and the mostimportant. I would further sug- 
gest that yourecommend to the Legislature, the passage of a 
resolution appoin.ing some competent gentleman, to digest the 
acts of a general nature now inforce. and that they make a suit- 
able appropriation to remunerate him for the declared of this 
laborious and important dut. For, without this, the duties of 
the office of Attorney General, are surely sufficiently burthen- 
some. Ándl would, with great respect, suggest that the policy 
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would be a most mistaken one, which would throw this axdu- : 
ous task upon that officer, whose duty it is to attend to every : 
criminál cause in the Supreme Court, and to every civil cause . 
in that court, in which the State may have an interest; and ` 
upon whose professional services the State also relies to defeat 
claims for probably more than thirty millions of acres of the 
publie domajn. This view of the subject becomes still more 
imposing, when it is remembered that the different tribunals to 
which seme, of a large class of these claims, were recently sub- 
mitted, gave diametrically opposite decisions in regárd to. 
their validity. And though many of them have, in effect, been 
denounged as fraudulent and void by the Laws and'the Con- 
stitution of dur State, yet the claims themsélves have been sus- 
tained as valid by the decision ofa Court of the United States, 
‘which could -ha¥e resulted alone from the fact that the Court 
considered that pertion of our laws and ogr Constittition, as 
being in opposition to the Constitution of the late Republic 
and that of the United States. . 

In compliance with ťnat, portion of the statute, which requires 
me to suggest such amendments to the laws, as I may deem 
advisable, I will direct attention to the" * Act to organize Pro- 
bate Courts,” and to advise its repeal. and that another be en- 
acted in its stead. I would also advise that a more summary 
remedy,be given for the collection of the license tax. It has 
repeatedly happenened that transient persons have refused to 
comply, with that portion of the law which'requires the pay- 
ment of such a tax, and would exercise their calling, trade or 
profession, while a suit was pénding te enforce its provisions, 
and beforé'its termination they would either sell their proper- 
ty, or remove with it beyond the limits of the State. 

The Legislature, should, I think, be strongly advised to pass 
an act to carry into effect the “Act to establish a State Peniten- 
tiafy," and to modify the criminal laivs of the State accordingly. 
For, the,spirit of the age, and of the State in «which we live, 
Seems to be entirely averse to the enforcement of sanguinary 
 [iaws. And daily experience proves that a punishment which 

is mild, is more apt to he inflicted, .than one which 1s severe, 
and that the certainty, far more than the severity of the, punish- 
ment, prevents the perpetration of crimes. But, I would not 
be understood as desiring the eniire abolitionsof capital punish- 
ment, There are some crimes of an-enormous character, such, 
for example, as malicious murder, rape or arson, which onght,

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in my judgment, to receive a punishment not less severe than | 
death. S 
In order to guard the interest, and enforce the rights of the 
State, in those important civil causes, which have alread 
. arisen, and must continue to arise in the District Courts : and.. 
in order to give full effect £o those laws which were enacted 
for the prevention and punishment of crimes, 1 would most 
respectinlly recommend an increase of the compensation of Dis- 
trict Attorneys. Such inducements should, Í think be held out ^ 
by the Legislature, as would secure for these offices the ablest 
Attorneys within the re«pective districts, For, it is an alarm- 
ing fact, that the solvency or insolvency of the State, depends 
r upon the ultimate decision of the questions involved in caus- | 
.es now pending in the District Courts. And, independently 
of all this. surely the State could make no better appropria- 
tion thas one whigh would infuse strength into the arm of the 
law; which would tend directly to secure.the peace^and or- 
der ofthe whole community, and wonld, at the same time, 
throw, as it were, a shield of protection around the property 
and the lives of its citizens. s
